In this South Ifle, near the Veſt End, 
is a Door which is enter'd into thro 
the Porch ; over which, is a Chamber, 
wherein the 'V7cars Choral, who are a 
Body Corporate by themſelves, hold 
their Chapters. 

Oppoſite to the Porch, is the North 
Door, which leads to St. Marys College. 

There are no Monuments in the North 
Iſle, except one at the Eaſt End of the 
| Wall, of one Bird, who was a Stone- 
Cutter, and made Treaſurer Loyd's 
Monument in the Chancel, and 47 q 
about eighty Years ago. 

The Iſles are 18 Foot ad apiece, 
and of the ſame Length as the Na ve.

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The Stalls are tolerably handſome, 
and have deen painted within theſe 
few Years. In each Stall, under every 
Seat, when turn'd up, appears a great 
Variety of Figures, carv'd in Relievo 
in the Wood, which ſtill look well. 
The Steeple ſtands upon four Maſſy 
Pillars, the Arches to the Veſt, North, 
and the Sous, have been fill'd up with 
ſolid Stone-Work within theſe few Years, 
except the Entrance of the Choir, and 
Place where the Organ ſtands in the 
Nerth Arch; by Reaſon that the Walls 
of the Steeple ſeem d to decay. 

The Organ, before the Rebellion, 
ſtood in the Rood-Loft, under the 
Weſt Arch, and facd che Altar; it is 
now remov'd: to the North Arch: "It is 
a new one, and thoſe that are Judges, 
ſay, a pretty good one. 

On the Mosh and Souch Sides af the 
Steeple, are two large Croſs-Iſles. The 
North Croſs-Ifle (call'd St. Anurems

The South Croſs-Ifle ( calle the 
Chanters Chapel) is 44 Foot from North 
to Sou h, and 26 Foot from Eaſt to Weſt. 
In the South-Eaſt End of it, is a Stair- 
caſe, which goes up to the Steeple, and 
leads quite round it within: Both theſe 
Iſles are handſomely cover'd with Lead. 

In the North Iſle, under the Organ- 
Loft, on the Back of the Stalls, is a 
ſmall Room, us d anciently ( as it is 
ſuppos d) for a Penitentiary. Here the 
Penitents ſtood, and in the Wall are 
Hmall round Holes, which let in the 
Sound of thoſe that officiated in the 
Choir, far the Benefit of the Penitents. 

Beyond the Area of the Steeple, 
(which properly conſtitutes the Choir) 
is a large Space between the Choir and 
he Altar-Rails, known here by the 

ame of the Chancel. 

On the South Side, between the 

hoir and the Screen of the Chancel, 
is the Biſhop's Throne, under an Arch 
or Pavillion of Wood handfomely 

arv'd, painted, and gilt. It has three 
deats, ſub-divided like Stalls, the mid- 
liemoſt is higher than the other two.

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The Chancel reaches from the Stee- 
ple to the Eaſt End of the Altar, 
and is divided by Cancel; , or low 
Rails, from the Choir ; it is in 
Length 54 Foot, and in Breadth 31 
Foor. In the Area ſtands the Tomb of 
Edmund Farl of Richmond, Father to 
King Henry the VII. The flat Stone at 
Top is of very beautiful blue Marble, 
ſpotted with whitiſh Grains. It 1s of 
the Marble of the Country, which will 
bear a very fine Polliſh, but ſo hard, 
that (as I have been aſſur'd by under- 
ſtanding Men now the Trade for thoſe 
Things is open and known) Marble may 
be ferch'd from Genoa, and wrought 
and ſet up cheaper in this Country, 
than if they us d their own Marble.

In the Chancel, on The South Side, 
near the Wall, on the Ground next the 
Throne, lies Biſhop Forwerth ; his I 
mage is in his Epiſcopal Robes, with 
his Mitre and Paſtoral Staff.

Of 
Sheep, Hogs, and Fowl, they have e- 
nough; and the Beef which is brought 
from the inland Parts of the County, 
is excellent. The Sea abounds with 
Lobſters, of which there is great Plen- 
ty, and mighty cheap, and exquiſitely 
good. It abounds alſo with Seagers, 
. a Species of Cruſtacious Fiſh, as 

large as the largeſt Lobſters, nearly of 
the Shape of Shrimps without Claws, 
This Fiſh is efteem'd rather more deli- 
cious than a Lobſter. It is rarely ta- 
ken upon the Caermarthenſbire Coaſt. 
In ſhort, Sr, David's is in a manner 
out of the World, quite out of the Road Ml. 
of Commercz and Buſineſs, as much as 
any Place in South Britain can well be: 
But yet the great Improvements which 
have been, and are daily made in their 
- Huſbandry, together with the Plenty 
of Coal, and Culm, and Lime, which 
may be had by Water from Milford. 
Haven, makes the Place much more to- 
lerable for Living, than the Country 
which lies North-Weſt, and joins to the 

Triſþ Channel. 
The Pariſh of St. David, which holds

ly my learned Friend Mr. Stephen 
tis, Rector of Narberth and Pwll- 
roc han in Pembrokeſhire, who is a Na- 
ve of St. David's, where his Father is 
ow Sub-Chantor, and is himſelf very 
rious and knowing in the Antiquities 
f this Nation, as well Engliſh as Welſh ; 
et I had no Encouragement to make 
y farther Enquiries. I ſent you 
erefore what I could gather up, and 
ave over all Thoughts of making any 
arther Search. But ſome Time after, 
y excellent Friend, Mr. Havard, Vi- 
ar of Aber-Gwily in Caermarihenſbire, 
nowing what I had formerly done, put 
MS into my Hands, which was writ- 
n in the latter End of Queen El:za- 
bs Reign, but by whom, I cannot 
rtainly learn. He had it from a Gen- 
eman who is eminently ſkilful in the 
ntiquities of the ancient Britons, Mr.

From ſome Paſſages in it, I conje- 
cture it was deſign'd for the Uſe of Mr 
Camden, who was then putting his laſiff 
Hand to his Britannia; of which, the 
firſt Editions had appear'd ſome Year 
before. The Stile is uncorrect and ver 
boſe; nor does it ſcem to have been de 
ſign d for the Preſs. For which Reaſon 
I have choſen rather to give an exad 
Abſtract of every Thing that I couli 
judge to be material in the MS, than t 
tranſcribe the Whole.

Concerning the City or Town of & 
David's, there will not be much expected 
by way of Commendation, and it need 
no Difcommendation, it is of it ſelf ſ 
bad. It ſeems to have been of ſome 
Largeneſs formerly, by the Number o 
Streets yet remaining; of which, ther 
are five that ſtill retain their ancient 
Names; the chiefeſt is High- Streit 
where the Croſs ſtands, St, Nuns-Street 
New-Street, Ship-Street, and Pit-Strea 
which leads into the Valley, or Precind 
of the Church, The Toten ſtands ut 
on a Hill above the Bottom in which 
the Church ſtands, which is call'd th:

This Place is call'd in Latin, Mene- 
via; for which Name, ſeveral Reaſons 
are given. Some derive it from Man. Tu, 
[ſmall Jews] as if it had its Name 
from ſeveral ſmall Tew. Trees, which 
did anciently grow there. [ Ywen 1 2 
Yew-Tree in Welſh, and Junen in the 
Armoric, or the Language of Baſs: 
Britany; Yw ts the Plural in Welſh, 
and juin in Armoric. That ſhews it ut 
an old Celtic Word ; ſo that if ever 
there were ſmall Lew- Trees about this 
Place, as probably there might, we need 
look no farther for the Reaſon of the 
Name.]

and in Iriſh, Bean. Now, it is peculiar 
to the Languages which are of the 
Celtic Extraction, that the Fnitial Let- 
ters of their Words, vary in Conſtruction, 
from what they are in their original;
